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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On page 13, applicant argues that Maeda fails 
to disclose the editing of a camera-motion layer. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. See 
for example Maeda column 13, lines 15-28. There Maeda discloses a background or camera motion layer. Maeda further discloses in 
column 19, lines 32-35, that the yacht and battleship are moving within the frame, indicating layers that appear to move as the camera 
moves. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 

On page 13, applicant argues that Maeda fails to dislcose obtaining a modified sequence without editing each frame of the original 
sequence. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. See for example Maeda figures 8, 14-17, 
column 15, lines 10-20 and 34-36, and column 16, lines 24-35. There Maeda discloses separating the foreground objects from the 
background and applying each object and background to an individual and different modifier. The examiner notes that by editing or 
modifying the individual objects or the background, each subsequent frame of video won't have to be edited. Therefore the rejection has 
been maintained. 

On page 14, applicant argues that Maeda fails to disclose editing camera motion parameters. While the applicant's points are 
understood, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant discloses in the specification on pages 9-10, that a motion parameter 
can be expressed as a scale change. Maeda discloses in column 13, lines 15-22, that a magnificaiton, enlargement, reduction, roatation, 
and affine transformation can be performed. The examiner notes that a magnificaiton, enlargement, reduction, roatation, and affine 
transformation would produce a scale change. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 

On page 14, applicant argues that Zdepski fails to disclose a user-activated region. While the applicant's points are understood, the 
examiner respectfully disagrees. See for example Zdepski, column 5, lines 1-17. There Zdepski discloses the use of buttons, dials, 
knobs, and sliders, thus requiring user activation in order to move or depress the buttons or sliders. Therefore the rejection has been 
maintained. 
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
